OAKLAND, March 7.— Judge Ifenshaw 


handed down a decision today in the 
famous Murphy will case. The contest 
was between the children of Mrs. Mur- 
pliv, widow of a millionaire merchant of 
thfs citv. Khediedin London, leaving 
two wills of uncertain date, under which 
her daughters, Helen, Frances and Isa- 
hell claimed tho greater portion of tho 
estate. Tho contestants alleged that 
their mother had been unduly influ- 
enced bv the three sisters, who were 
constantly with her. Judge Uenshaw's 
decision revokes the probate of both 
wills, which he says are wholly incon- 
sistent in their terms and leaves the es- 
tate to be distributed among seven chil- 
dren, share and share alike.

President Ilunthigton of the former coin- 
puny telegraphed President llwinhiirt 
of tlio Santa Fe, suggesting a conference 
to arbitration of all mattera in dispute, 
and pending the result of which rates 
should bo restored and side trips either 
.(.bandoned by both or permitted over 
both roads. 
President Reinhart de- 


clined, hut suggested the immediate 
restoration of rates and that negotia- 
tions for a permanent settlement bo 
resumed where they wero dropped by 
Vice President Crocker last summer. 
Reinhart will bo in California during 
the month and suggests that negotia- 
tions be resumed there. The matter 
rests thus for the present. In tho mean- 
time the Santa Fo followed up its notice 
withdrawing from tho Western Pas- 
senger Association by fllinij an addi- 
tional notice today withdrawing from all 
local associations and also from the em- 
igrant clearing house arrangements.

Nine Jurors Secured iu the 


Heath Case. 


NOT ON THE ASSESSMENT HULL 


Tho Posecutioii Has Two Challenges 


Left and the Defense Has 


Eight, 


The work of impaneling tho jury in 


the Heath case was resumed yesterday, 
and tho work of examining into the 
qualifications of those drawn from the 
box proceeded with considerable rapid- 
ity. 


No time is wasted by the attorneys in 


the argument of technical points, nor 
are the ears of the court dinned with 
loud and and explosive objections. The 
attorneys understand themselves and 
the case, and satisfy themselves with an 
objection, and if the court is adverse, 
note an exception to the ruling and take 
up the next matter which is not only 
agreeable to all concerned, but relieves 
it from the appearance of pettifogging. 


The fact Unit out of the fifty jurors 


examined up to the close of court ycs- 
,erday, four have been dismissed 'be- 
cause their names were not on the as- 
sessment roll, as required by law, has 
not only caused unnecessary delay, but 
costs the county a pretty penny. It has 
juen suggested that the court call the 
jurors up, and order all who are not on 
;he roll to step forward and be dis- 
charged. 
, 


These men' come to court in answer to 


summons when drawn at a cost of $3 
per day and mileage, to say nothing of 
iho expense caused by delaying the 
courts, for no purpose whatever other 
than to relieve the supervisor from the 
irduous task of looking up the names on 
the assessment roll, as required by law. 
Tho court has hied an orbiter dicta 
opinion that the poll list had been con- 
sulted to tho exclusion of tho ussuss- 
mctit roll. 


Nine jurors had been sworn in at the 


close of court yesterday. They are S. 
L. Hogue, K. C. Fav, D. S. Jones, A. G. 
Bollinger, T. C. Bratton, A. C. Viindi- 
veer, J. J. ElwoU, H. F. Poston and IX 
N. Wilson. As the nuvber of remaining 
peremptory challenges dwindled tho ex- 
amination becomes stricter and the legal 
Fencing sharper. W. W. Foote came up 
from Sun Francisco last night and will 
take part in tho caso today. No fore- 
cast can be made us to when tho jury 
will he completed. 


.MOItXIN'fl BKStilON. 


At tho opening of court the witnesses 


were called and excused until next Mon- 
day at 9.!)0 a.m., unless otherwise noti- 
fied to appear by tho attorneytj in the 
meantime. 


Mr. Johnson then asked J. W. Car- 


Hie of Carnthors if ho was on the assess- 
ment roll of hist year, and lie was in 
doubt in tho matter, so "Lou" Wil- 
liiuus and W. P. Thompson trapsed 
down to tho tax collector's oflico for the 
third time to sec how tlio supervisor got 
his namoon tho list, or how over he was 
missed. They came hack and reported 
that his name did not appear, notwith- 
standing Oarlile testified that ho paid 
persona) taxes to a deputy assessor last 
pear, and his name should have ap- 
peared together with the amount paid— 
ljut that is another story. Oarlile was 
tho third juror excused because his name 
was not on tho roll. 


W. Dilutee, Oarutliers, farmer and 


bachelor with two cats in the family, 
was the next juror examined. Ho was 
i small man, wearing a heavy mustache 
and eyeglasses, which with his thin 
thoughtful face and broad forehead, only 
needed a low cap, long pipe and a stein 
jf beer to pass for a German anarchist. 
In answer to queries as to his nativity 
lie replied in an eighteen carat brogue 
that it was Ireland, and proceeded 
Further lo astonish tho court by proving 
liimsclf to be among tho clearest, frank- 
cat aud brightest jurors yet examined, 
which is saying much, lie had been a 
whaler, a grocer, and now was a Caru- 
thcrs farmer. Ho showed himself to be 
without bias and was passed. 


G. F. Drew, iSelma, larmur, had read 


of the case and was excused for bias of 
opinion. 


Finlcy Frasior, foothills near Toll- 


house, hut now on tho San Joaquin, had 
read some of the case but not sufficient 
to form a lixed opinion. Ho had talked 
with Harry Lanu about the case a day 
or eo after tho former jury had been dis- 
charged, but had formed no opinion 
from what be heard from him. Had no 
prejudice with regard to circumstantial 
evidence and no scruples agaiiut capital 
punishment, and was passed. 


William Shields, Fresno, liveryman, 


testified that lie had read and talked of 
the case, and "had an all-round opin- 
ion" on the matter, which would not in- 
terfere with his giving the defendant a 
fair trial. Ho had been sworn in the 
former trial as a witness for tho prose- 
cution and testified to the good reputa- 
tion and character of Dr. Watson for 
truth and veracity, when the attempt 
was made to impeach the character of 
Watson during the trial. He had either 
talked with Watson or been by when he 
talked about tho case during tho trial, 
but would not let his sworn opinion of 
Watson in the former trial lead him to 
give undue credit to his testimony. He 
was challenged by Mr. Tapper on tho 
ground that ho had boon a witness in 
the case, hut the court held that it was 
not, under the code, a ground for chal- 
lenge. After further extended examina- 
tion the court held that actual bias hud 
been established and ho was excused. 


A. 0. Vandiver, West. Side, near Firc- 


baugh, farmer, a native of Missouri, 
and eighteen years in California, was 
the next juror. 
He came to Yolo 


county in 1S76, and to Fresno in 18K7, 
and liiid been a director in the West 
Side Irrigation district. Had mot Mc- 
Whirtcr at a county convention in May, 
1892, but did not know Heath. Ho was 
nut fully informed as to the facts in the 
case, and lnul no lixed opinion in tho 
matter. He had no .prejudice against cir- 
cumstantial evidence and no conscien- 
tious scruples about capital punish- 
ment, nor would ho be influenced either 
way by sympathy ; abuse of defendant 
by counsel, or appeal for sympathy for 
the widow. He was passed. 


Silas Ruth, Lodge postoflicc, near Toll 


House, farmer and stock raiser; had 


been a juror in a murder caec ten^yearH 
ago. Had no prejudice; had rerd the 
evidence as reported in tho papers, and 
formed an opinion, but it was not a 
lixed onu. Ho was paused. 


J. J. Kiwoll, West Park, farmer; na- 


tive of Wisconsin, aged 33; camo to 
Fresno from Salt Hivcr valley, Arizona, 
about eleven years ago. Ho was one of 
tho jurors who tried and convicted Dr. 
F. 0. Vincent, the wife murderer, exe- 
cuted here last October. Ho had read 
somo of the evidence as reported in TUB 
KKITHI.IUAX and Examiner; wan not ac- 
quainted with McWhirter or Heath, ex- 
cept that he had met the former once. 
He had formed no fixed opinion in tho 
matter; had no prejudice against cir- 
cumstantial 
evidence ; 
no 
scruples 


against inflicting capital punishment, 
nor would Ins connection with the Vin- 
cent case in anyway influence him in 
the trial of this. He made a satisfactory 
impression as a fair, intelligent and 
conscientious man and was passed. 


H. F. Poston, five and one-half miles 


northeast of Selma, farmer; native of 
Ohio, 25 years old and unmarried ; testi- 
fied that he came to this county two 
years ago from southwest Kansas, where 
he had lived for five years, having come 
to that point from West Virginia, where 
he had lived seventeen years and had 
been engaged in farming and working 
111 his father's store. He had read most 
of the evidence in the former trial as 
reported in the Fresno papers ; had 
talked of the caso some with members of 
hie father's family ; he had no definite 
opinion in tho ease; had not talked with 
witnesses or jurors in the former trial 
and was passed. 


This again filled the boxand the court 


directed the counsel to proceed to per- 
emptory challenges. 


The prosecution excused Silas Ruth; 


the defense I. A. Grout ; tho prosecution 
Finley Frasier; the defense declared 
themselves satisfied, and the prosecu- 
tion excused W. Dunk'u and declared 
themselves satisfied. 


Captain T. C. Bratton, A. C. Van- 


diver, J. J. El vi ell and II . F. Poston 
wore then sworn in to try tho caso. This

The prosecution had exhausted 
six of its ten peremptory challenges and 
the defense six of its twenty.

sided hero for five years; was acquainted 
with M«Whirter nnd his family. He 
had talked about the case and formed nit 
opinion, but not a fixed one, which ac- 
counted for the death of McWhirter out- 
side of the question of tho guilt or inno- 
cence of the defendant. Afterward ho 
stated that his opinion was adverse to 
the defendant, hut ho had no prejudice 
and could try the case' impartially, and 
was passed. 


George W, Tuft, vineyardiet, live miles 


weBt ol this city, hail a fixed opinion 
that disqualified him and he was ex- 
cused. 


J. 1). Gregory, Fresno, employe iu a 


store, had read the evidence in the pa- 
pers and had formed an opinion which 
no could readily lay aside and give tlio 
defendant a fair trial. Ho was passed. 


1). N. Wilson, colony, vineyardist, 


stated that, ho had been chonen as juror 
on a number of criminal cases. He had 
been a juror in the Sullivan case, tho 
.lack.Smitii LIUU, the Kelly case, all trials 
for murder, to say nothing of tho smaller 
fry felonies. Ho had not known Mc- 
Wliirler or Heath ; had read some of 
tho evidence reported in the papers, but 
had no bias or prejudice, but thought ho 
was rendered incompetent by reason of 
having read tho papers. Ho considered 
circumstantial evidence with great care, 
but had no prejudice against that class 
of testimony.

tasks. Professor Sumner points 
out 


how the world of industry, like every 
other part of society, is a great growth 
of which we arc quite as much the crea- 
tures as we are the creators, and that a 
man who eits down with a slate anc 
pencil to figure out a new social order, 
does as silly n thing as a man can do 
under the sun.

Marcol, who had ten times repainted 


nml rearranged this cnnvus from top to 
bottom, attributed to a personal hostil- 
ity of the members of tho jury against
